Captain Stedm an was horn in H>5f»,^ 
and died 1749. 
Historians have found 
that he lived in Liberty township, be­ 
ing the first white settler in Pennsyl­ 
vania west of the Susquehanna river. 
Ile was an 
Indian trader and in­ 
terpreter, and hud ninny friends among 
the “red men.” 
The pioneer frontiersman was born 
of Swedish parents at what is now 
G ray’s Ferry Bridge, in Philadelphia. 
He was one of the largest contributors 
toward the erection of the OUI Swedes 
Lutheran Church at Wilmington, Dela­ 
ware, in lt>98. 
He was also a friend of William 
Penn, founder of Pennsylvania, and 
for a time between 1700 and 1701 lived 
with Penn and acted as his corre­ 
spondent. 
A general invitation is extended to 
all persons not only in Adams coun­ 
ty, but throughout Pennsylvania and 
in Maryland, to attend the ceremonies, 
and a large attendance is expected by 
those in charge.
